Chinese Reds Claim Victory in Korea 


SAN FRANCISCO—(AP) 


—In promoting a cease:fire in 
Korea, the Russians may be 
trying to delay, if not avoid 
.altogether, arming Red China 
^—an unwieldly ally. 


The Chinese armies in Ko- 


rea desperately need more 
firepower and air cover. 


That possibility has been im- 


plicit in the situation from the 
moment 
Soviet Delegate Jacob 


Malik made the suggestion in a 
radio speech recently. Apparent- 
ly Russia suggested an armistice 
without'consulting Red China.

May Be Stall 


The Kremlin rarely makes a 


major move for any one single 
reason. So it is possible, of course, 
that Russia already has committed 
herself to provide the large num- 
ber of planes, tanks and guns the 
Chinese must have if they arc 
to carry out their threat to drive 
"American imperialist aggressors" 
off the Korean peninsula. 


It may be a stall for time. 


. j It is almost certainly to be as- 


"< turned that the Chinese have been 


pressing for such aid. For classic 
reasons of geography and politics 
it is almost as likely that the 
Russians would hesitate to give 
it. 


Japan I<« Key 


The key to eventual control of 


Asia is control of Japan, just as 
Britain is the strategic x'antage 
point for dominance of Europe. 
% Russia and Red China may be 
Cooperating fully on the question 
of a Japanese peace treaty just 
at this time when it is of critical 
importance because of American 
efforts to achieve a peace settle- 
ment without 
the dictation of 


Communist terms—and therefore 
without Communist participation. 


But it would be assuming, a 


great deal to think that Chinese 
and Russian interests will coincide 


-jn the end when the chips go down 
"for tho control of all Asia. 


Avoiding Demands 


By seeking a cease-fire m Korea 


now. the Russians could easily be 
trying to escape the demands of 
Mao Tze-Tung for real armament 
aid, and to avoid building China 
up as a future competitor for Ja- 
pan and Asia.

barked upon their intervention in 
Korea.

Commodities Shaky

be plentiful.

Ihc uncerlaintics in the future of 
the arms program, which is the 
main hope of Increasing industrial 
production in the months ahead. 
But traders are bucked up by the 
possibility that if fighting stops, 
congress may not increase taxo« 
as much as now planned.

WASHINGTON, (NEA)—With 


the July 25th cut-off date at hand 
on GI education, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration estimates that Ameri- 
can ex-servicemen will have ig- 
nored more than 80 per cent of all 
such benefits available to them. 


Out of 15.2 
million veterans 


eligible for some free schoolrng on 
Uncle Sam, only 600,000 of them 
took full advantage of what they 
had corning. Another 6.5 million 
vets only used a fraction of their 
education benefits—averaging 15 
months—with a great many drop- 
ping courses they had started. 


The cut-off date affects all vets 


who have not yet started courses. 
The 1.2 million veterans now tak- 
ing courses will be able to con- 
tinue, if qualified, -until 1956. To- 
tal cost for the program by 1956, 
it is, estimated, will be $16 billion. 
By July 25, VA estimates it will 
have cost $12 billion.

Nor are vets who have 
had their training interrupted "for 
reasons beyond their control."

Hemisphere Could Use More Men 


Like President of Ecuador 


Ecuador is not a very big country. But the little South 


American nation has a big president, both in size and ability. 
When he was elected in 1947 after there had been five presi- 
dents in 11 months, Galo Plaza-Lasso established a demo- 
cratic regime that has lasted ever since. 


President Plaza, who was born in Brooklyn when his 


father was minister to the U. S., is back in this country for a 
state visit. A graying, six-feet-two man who once sold apples 
on Wall street, he is trying to modernize Ecuador" the way 
he modernized his family's rundown estate. He wiped out 
political revolution in his country, but he is going all out for 
agricultural and industrial revolution.

In a speech in Washington the other day, he echoed some 


North American ideals: We must be alert, he said, to defend 
freedom "through the printed word, in the classroom, in the 
workshop and the public square; and, if need be, if all else 
fails . . . then on the battlefield." 


Like most other visitors of state, President Plaza would 


like to arrange a little help for his country from the U. S. 
That's to be expected, perhaps. 


But he more than deserves the welcome mat the U. S. 


has rolled out in his honor. After/the disheartening blows 
being struck against free speech and free press in the Argen- 
tine, President Plaza's views on the subject, coming from a 
,'South American, make encouraging reading.

I would bet that the family in- 
comes of all twenty of the women who attended 
the discussion at Mrs. Furrh's home are not more 


than half the incomes of David Dubinsky, of the Garment Workers,

Union, who produce nothing but trouble and are parasites on labor.

East made an unusual defen- 


sive play in the hand shown to- 
day. He could have made a com- 
fortable, routine lead to make 
declarer ruff. Instead he made the 
most uncomfortable possible lead 
—which happened to be the only 
way to set the contract. Let's see 
how he worked it out in his mind. 


West opened the three of clubs 


on the theory that he was not go 
ing to get many chances to lead. 
If his partner and dummy both 


had broken club strength, the club 
lead might well be the decisive 
move of the defense. 


As it happened, the opening 


lead did no particular good. Dum-

East realized that 
South must still have the jack of 
clubs (otherwise he would have 
played one of dummy's high clubs) 
and that the jack must be alone 
since West's lead was obviously a 
fourth-best choice.

Declarer returned 
the jack of spades, knocking out 
East's king. East then led an- 
other diamond, forcing South to 
ruff again. 


South next led the ten of spades, 


knocking out East's ace. And now 
East was at the crossroads. 


If he led back another diamond 


—a very comfortable play to make 
—South would ruff, draw the last 
trump, take the jack of clubs, 
then lead to the ace of hearts and 
get two discards on the king and 


queen of clubs. How did Eas' 
know this? 


East knew that South had start* 


ed with only two clubs and one 
diamond. His ten remaining cards 
were either seven spades and three 
hearts or six spades and four 
hearts. The, 6-4 case was improba- 
ble and unbeatable. Hence East 
had to assume that South held ex* 
actly what he did hold.

It would not be very difficult 


to find the right defense with all 
the cards in sight. Since East as- 
sumed the location of all the 
cards, it was equally easy for him 
to find the correct lead—the nine 
of hearts. 


Now declarer was bound to lose 


a heart trick, and the contract was 
set one trick.

Oatis, Strained, 
Pale, Appears 
In Czech Court 
Testifies He Was 
'Espionage Agent' 
For United States 


FRANKFURT, 
G E R M A N Y 


(AP)—William N. Oatis. Associ- 
ated Press chief of bureau in 
Prague, went on trial before a 
Communist Czechoslovak court to 
day and testified he had been an 
"espionage agent." 


Reporting this, American 
offi- 


cials who are attending the trial 
said Oatis looked pale and strain 
ed. They said he spoke in careful 
phrases which indicated he had 
nemorized his testimony. He has 
been Jailed since his arrest April 
23, without being permitted to see 
any persons except his Communist 
iailers.

The two U.S. embassy observers 


at the trial—the only Americans 
permitted to attend, said Oatis, as 
if acting on instructions, did not 
look around at the spectators as he 
was led into the courtroom. He 
was not wearing his eyeglasses. 
Oatis spoke slowly, in a firm voice, 
pausing often to wait for the 
ranslators. The observers said he 
admitted he had obtained political, 
economic and ntilitary informa- 
tion which was not officially pub- 
ished by the Czech government. 
Oatis, 37, a native of Marion. Ind., 
has been in Prague ,one year as 
AP chief of bureau.

Farmers Urged 
To Watch Corn 
For Borer Signs 


CHAMPAIGN, (AP) — Illinois 


corn has reached the stage where 
"borer survival will be relatively 
high" E. D. Decker, chief entomol- 
ogist for the state said Saturday. 


Decker, head of the Illinois 


Natural History Survey, advised 
farmers to watch fields carefully 
for signs of corn borer eggs hatch- 
ing and be prepared to treat corn 
when the first eggs hatch. 


In his sixth weekly report on the 


European corn borer, Decker said: 


Growing Fast 


"In general, corn grew about 10 


to 14 inches during the past week, 
but severe storms in some areas 
have damaged some crops and de- 
stroyed many moths and removed 
many egg masses. 


"Moth flight and egg laying, 


even under favorable conditions, 
continue to be light, ranging from 
one or two to 30-50 egg masses per 
100 plants on the earliest planted 
and most advanced fields of corn. 


"Market gardeners with corn 


that has reached or passed the 
tassel stage, or that will show 
tassels 
within 
a week, should 


watch their fields very carefully 
for signs of egg hatching. Treat- 
ment of such corn should be start- 
ed when the first eggs hatch, even 
though the egg count is relatively 
low. 


Infestation Light 


"It still appears rather certain 


that the first generation borer in- 
festation will be light and that 


j only the earliest planted field corn 
' may require treatment. In South- 
ern Illinois any fields that need 
treatment should be sprayed this 
week. In Northern Illinois 
the 


most advanced fields may profit 
most from a treatment applied on 
or about July 4. 


"To get maximum borer con- 


trol, we suggest three to five days 
before the tassels are expected to 
appear in the whorl cup."

to the paper and its advertisers as 
well as, pefhaps. to its readers.

Basic problems of newspapers

faithful orthodox Marxist in the

leadership China never wi 
have heroine a Communist ally 
of Russia. This claim, never 
challenged 
publicly in recent 


years by tile Russians, appears 
totally gratuitous unless It Is 
allowed that the Russians have 
been questioning Mao's ortho- 
doxy in a quiet but hitter inter- 
party row. One, motive Moscow 
might have for this, considering 
the faet that Mao lias served 
them pretty well as far as tKy 
world knows, could he to dis- 
tract Mao from demands for real 
arms Aid. 


2. That Mao's leadership is 


responsible for making China 
fully "Independent" of foreign 
(meaning western) imjicrlallsni. 
Tills idea is aimed clearly at the 
vast majority of Chinese, who 
arc not Communists, and who 
arc growing more restless 
cause of losses in Korea. 


In Miort, it appears, that the 


basic interests of China and 
Russia are 
producing serious 


and not unnatural friction. To 
assume that tills friction, as yet, 
is capable of producing an open 
split would be going farther 
than thc known facts indicate.

Korean Cease Fire Will Not 
Bring End of World Tension 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP)—Cease- 


fa e in Korea will be only a pause 
in the bigger struggle with Russia. 
Anyone who looks for an end to 
that one in the forsecable future is 
suffering the grand illusion. 


Some kind of peace may be re- 


stored in Korea and we may be 
able to claim we did what we set 
out to do: Stop the Communist 
aggression south of the 38th par- 
allel. 


But it's soo soon to bank on 


peace even in Korea. For once a 
cease-fire is agreed on, if it's 
agi ecd on, there may be months of 
haggling. And how we make out in 
that remains to be seen. 


Losing Face 


\Vhy' the Russians and Chinese 


\veie willing to'call off the shoot- 
ing just now can only be guessed. 
Certainly, the Chinese had suffer- 
ed enormous losses and were losing 
face m Asia. 


Russia had suffered damage in 


Korea, too. Until Korea, Commu- 
nism had taken over country after 
country from the inside. Through 
greed to take all Asia in a hurry, 
or arrogance in the belief the West 
didn't dare move, the Communists 
decided that m Korea they'd at- 
tack for the first time. 


It was a good place to test the 


United States, to see how far it 
was willing to go to stop Commu- 
nism. If it didn't move into Korea, 
the lest of the world would lose 
faith in this country, thus making 
Communist conquests elsewhere 
easier. 


This country not only went into 


Korea but brought its' allies along. 
Worse, for Russia, the U. S. and 
its allies in Europe began to arm 
against Russia. 


Shock Speeds Arming 


The U. S. went halfway toward 


a wartime footing. The shork of 
Korea speeded up its arms program 
by many months, a great advan- 
tage if war with Russia itself 
broke out. 
And, again worse for Russia, the 
mood of this country darkened as 
the 'Korean fighting went on, 
showing this country was willing, 
if necessary, to make such fiercer 
war, even if it meant war with 
Russia, as the senate inquiry into 
the firing1 of General MacArthur 
showed. 


While the general was all for 


making the fiercer war now, the 
Truman administration held back, 
hoping it could be avoided through

some kind of peace in Korea. Tins ' 
realization provided the Russians 
with a good psychological time for 
suggesting cease-fire. 


Lack of Enthusiasm 


They could expect the Truman 


administration to welcome the 
peace offer since the administra- 
tion could claim its policy in Ko- 
rea was vindicated. The Russians 
could expect'the rest of the U. S. 
to welcome peace, too. 
* "\ 


There never has been great en- 


thusiasm in this country for the 
Korean war. The Americans un- 
dertook it as a moral obligation 
and extreme measure, since Korea 
is so distant, of self-protection 
against Communist expansion. 


All in all, it wasn't a bad tima 


for the Russians to suggest cease- 
fire in Korea. Blocked there tem- 
porarily, they can push elsewhere. 
It's unklikely they'll stop pushing) 
Having learned a lesson in Korea, 
next time they may try internal 
overthrow again, instead of attack.
